necessary eipcnso does not much exceed 
that of raising any similar crop. 
Iu nutri- 


tive qualities the sugar beet ia almost equal 
to the potato, Bed twenty-five tons to the 
nore is only nn average yield, fo that, for 
feeding purposes, aside from a ready cash 
value whan aagar factories arc at hand, it ia 
decidedly the most profitable root crop tbat 
the Now England farmer can give his land 
to ; and whea the roots can bo turned over 
to a manufactory, the cash price obtained 
ia clear gain, for Iho pressed cafcc-s from 
which the saccharine juice has been ex- 
tracted are almost as valuable for feeding 
purposes as tbo ungrouud roots. Krery 
flva tons of root* leaves one tou of dressed 
cak(_s worth six or seven dollars—(bus giv- 
ing the farmer, say, twenty-four dollars' 
worth of the best food for his cattle, besides 
the remuneration for ILe su^ar. Moreover, 
what nay be called Iho indirect bencDts of 
it« cultivation aro unusually great. Tho 
crop pays for n thorough cultivation that 
leaves tha ground in the besi possible con- 
dition for othor purposes. In trance it biis 
been abundantly proved that the land pro- 
duces much more per acre of all staple 
crops than it did before the beet culture, 
was introduced. It is not advisable to raise 
the beets on the same, soil year after year, 
but after a beet crop the laud is in excel- 
lent shape for grain, on account of the 
thorough stirring up of the E'.lbsoil.

It is objected 
to its cultivation by farmers that there is
